1. I have redrafted the letter to Senator Byrd and the 
Annexes, I believe along the lines we discussed with the Director 
the other evening. 

2. Although no reference is made in the letter to the 
highly classified report, I have mentioned its existence in 
Annex B because the unclassified report of the Clark Task 
Force also referred to it in a footnote to their first recommen- 
dation. 


3. I have declassified Annex A altogether, with O'Gara’s 
approval, and have reduced Annex B to SECRET. I hate to 
classify it at all, but I don't see how we can be at all responsive 
on that basis.
